TO  PACK  EQG8  FOR  WINTER. 

Egg  are  expensive  in  winter  and 

though  we  }iny  h'i^h  prices  for 
"fresh  eggs"  they  are  usually  "fresh" 
from  cold  storage.  Here  is  a  method 
of  f)a('king  your  ov.  ii : 

(Jet  fresh  eggs  just  laid,  along 
about  the  last  of  September.  Take 
a  four-gallon  eartliemvare  jar;  put 
a  two-inch  layer  of  salt  in  the  bot- 
tom ;  then  stand  each  egg  with  small 
erul  down  in  the  salt  until  the  bot- 
tom is  filled.  'J'Ikmi  keep  on  filling 
till  jar  is  full.  Do  not  add  any 
more  salt,  for  it  will  harden  and  the 
eggs  will  break  in  getting  them  out. 
The  salt  that  is  used  is  tmly  for  the 
foundation.

Consul  Will  L.  Lowrie  of  Wet- 
mar  furnishes  the  following  infor- 
mation concerning    the  different 

stages  by  whieh  dolls  are  manufac- 
tured in  that  important  German 
city.   He  says: 

Only  the  assembling  of  th.e  vari- 
ous parts  of  tlie  dolls,  painting  the 
bodies,  arms  luid  legs,  and  sticking 
on  the  wigs  "is  done  at  the  factory. 
Each  figure  passes  through  about  :!iO 
hands  before  it  reaches  completion, 
the  raw  material  being  taken  to  the 
liomes  of  the  work  people  and  then 
returned  to  tlie  factory.  The  work 
is  all  specialized,  and  e:H-h  time  a 
new  proi-ess  takes  place  in  the  evolu- 
tion of  a  doll  it  is  done-by  certain 
employes  who  are  more  or  less  ex- 
perts. Bodies  are  made  mostly  of 
paper,  although  kid  is  also  used  ex- 
tensively. They  are  molded  at  the 
homes  or  stamped  out  in  heavy  iron 
molds  at  fact(»ries  devoted  entirely 
to  this  feature.  All  sizes  of  dolls 
are  made,  from  a  few  inches  in 
length  to  more  than  three  f<'er.  The 
hair  is  Angora  wool  from  England, 
which  also  supplies  the  rubber  (elas- 
tics), stretched  to  keep  the  arms  and 
legs  in  place.  Styles  change  each 
year  and  the  manufacturers  must 
keep  in  toncfa  with  the  modes.

lu  the  last  lessou  we  left  David  flee- 
ing from  i^bsalom  because  of  the  re- 
bellion, but  it  was  Btill  manifestly  true 
'*the  Lon^  preserved  David  whitherso- 
ever he  went"  (vill,  6,  14).  The  oomi- 
sel  of  «Ahithopbel,  wlw  left  Darld  to 
Join  Absalom,  was  as  if  a  man  had  in- 
quired at  the  oracle  of  God,  trat  In  an- 
swer to  David's  prayer  that  GOd  would 
turn  the  counsel  of  Ahithophel  Into 
foolishness  God  saw  fit  to  do  it 
llirough  llushal,  David's  friend  (xv, 
31,  34.  37;  xvl.  23;  xvli,  14>.  There  is 
groat  comfort  to  a  believer  ia  the 
Avords  of  Ps.  xxxiii,  10,  11,  "The  coun- 
Kcl  of  the  Lord  staiideth  forever,  the 
thoughts  of  his  heart  to  all  genera- 
tions." See  also  Isa.  xiv,  24,  and  it  is 
oar  privilf^  to  rest  In  the  assurance 
Of  the  **aU  thinffi"  of  Rom.  Till,  28;  II 
Oor.  It,  15,  and  to  take  even  tiie  eors- 
Ing  of  a  Shlmel  (xvl,  5,  12)  as  per- 
mitted by  God  to  show  His  power  In 
due  time  and  change  the  curse  to  a 
blessing.  See  thfe  seciuel  to  this  event 
in  chapter  xix,  IC,  2<».  If  we  would 
have  perfect  rest  we  must  believe  firm- 
ly that  the  Lord  Is  roundabout  His 
people,  as  the  mountains,  as  a  hedge, 
as  a  tire,  and  that  nothing  can  pos- 
sibly come  through  without  His  per- 
mission, not  even  the  barking  of  a 
dog  (Ex.  xi,  7). 

The  phraae  *'DaTld's  friend"  (xr,  87; 
xvl,  IQ  raalnds  m  of  Abraham,  tlie 
friend  of  God  (II  Chron.  xx.  7;  Isa.  xli, 
8;  Jas.  11.  23),  and  of  oor  Lord's  words, 
'•I  have  called  you  friends"  (John  xv, 
151.  Why  p.ot  be  more  worthy  of  such 
a  royal  frio  id?  The  friendship  of  this 
world  Is  enmity  with  God.  and  it  is 
impossible  to  be  a  friend  of  the  world 
and  of  God  too  (,Tas.  iv,  4).  The  man- 
ner of  Ahithophel's  going  out  of  this 
world  (17,  23)  has  grown  to  be  the 
common  thing  in  our  day,  not  hanging, 
but  the  taking  of  his  own  life,  another 
Indication  that  the  retom  of  the  King 
draweth  near.  Mahanalm,  wliM»  Sbobi 
and  Machlr  and  BarailUH  mot  David 
and  his  people  with  so  much  kindness, 
makes  us  remeqiber  the  kindness  of 
God  to  Jacob  In  some  of  the  dark  days 
and  tliat  we,  too,  have  the  ministry  of 
angels  as  well  as  of  visible  friends 
(xvii,  27,  29;  Gon.  xxxii,  2).  ( 

Our  lesson  chapter  opens  with  the 
going  forth  of  David's  army  under 
Joab.  Abishai  and  Ittai,  with  the  words 
of  David  r-nging  In  their  ears,  "Deal 
gently  for  my  sake  with  the  young 
man,  even  with  Absalom"  (verse  6). 
The  armlef  met,  and  David's  foUowers 
were  victorioaa.  There  was  a  greet 
slaui^ter  of  Absalom's  ftrilowers, 
and  Absalom  himself  was  slain 
miserably  by  Uie  hand  of  Joab  and 
thrown  Into  a  pit  and  covered  with  a 
heap  of  stones  (17).  Ills  beautiful 
head  of  hair  was  seemingly  his  ruin 
(verse  9,  chapter  xlv,  2(5).  How  often 
it  is  that  what  One  prizes  most  be- 
comes the  undoing  of  such  a  one!  Pride 
of  any  kind  always  leads  to  a  fall. 
David  was  prevented  from  going  out 
with  the  army,  the  people  saying  that 
it  would  not  matter  if  half  of  them 
died,  but  taiat  David  was  w<wth  ten 
tboosand  of  tbem  (veise  9),  to  be  re- 
mained In  the  dty  end  sat  between  the 
two  gates  to  wait  and  watch  for  tid- 
ings, whlM  the  watchman  went  up  to 
the  roof  over  the  gate  that  he  might 
see  afar  off  and  advise  the  king.  David 
hoped  for  good  tidings,  but  it  must 
have  been  with  a  sorrowful  heart  and 
some  forebodings.  The  two  prominent 
words  in  our  lesson  verses,  "watch- 
man" and  "tidings,"  suggest  to  u*? 
many  things  and  give  us  a  whole 
study  in  liiemselves.  Because  of  a 
well  belovei^  Son  given  for  us,  the  only 
begotten  Son  of  God,  the  angel  said  to 
the  shephei-ds,  **Beb<M,  I  bring  you 
good  tidings  of  great  Joy,  whidi  shall 
be  to  all  peopte**  (Lake  11,  10),  bnt  the 
majority  of  those  to  whom  the  good 
news  has  come  -seem  not  to  care 
whether  others  hear  or  not.  The 
lepers  outside  of  Samaria  put  us  to 
shame,  who  said  in  tiii'  midst  of  plenty, 
while  others  were  perishing,  "We  do 
not  well;  this  day  Is  a  day  of  good  tid- 
ings, and  Wo  hold  our  peace.  * 

A  common  question  asked  by  those 
who  hear  for  the  first  time  of  the  won- 
drous love  of  G^od,  as  to  how  long  we 
have  known  it  and  why  we  did  not 
come  sooner  to  tell  their  friends  who 
hefe  died  without  hearing,  ooi^  to 
March  OS  to  the  very  heart  Do  we  be- 
lieve the  cry  of  the  watchman.  "The 
morning  cometh,  and  also  the  night," 
and,  as  we  think  of  Israers  blindness, 
what  about  obedience  to  the  command 
in  Isa.  xl.  0.  margin?  Alas,  there  are 
many  who,  like  Ahlmaaz,  the  son  of 
Zadok,  insist  on  running,  but  have  no 
tidings,  and  therefore  their  runiUug  is 
in  vain.  The  message  is  plain,  but  we 
must  receive  it  before  we  can  run  and 
tell  it.  See  Hab.  11,  2.  *^ake  it 
plain  that  he  may  ran  that  readcth  it* 
not,  as  often  qnoted,  that  he  ttiat  nnu 
may  reeJjftriiieh  Is  not  In  the  Scrlp- 
tnre.  WmA  in  oer  lesson  the  grief  of 
a  loving  mSer  over  the  untimely  death 
of  a  wayward  son,  and  our  hearts  are 
touched  by  the  07  of  the  beokea 
hearted  father. 

What  about  the  heart  of  God  as  He 
gave  Aip  His  only  Son,  the  holy  one, 
to  t)ecome  a  sacrifice  for  our  sins,  a 
sin  bearer,  a  curse  for  us?  Let  <each  one 
say  "bearing  my  sins  in  Hia  own  body 
on  the  tree."  Wight  he  not.  say  to  as 
as  He  ItdioMs  oar  Indiflereiice,  '*Is  It 
BMlMBf  to  70B  en  je  that  pass  hrt*

ber l.jtli  the  jrreatest  exhibition  on 
tubercuio.<i.s  that  has  ever  been  gath- 
ered will  be  opened  to  the  public  in 
New  York  City.  The  exhibit,  which 
foimed  pait  of  tlie  recent  Interna- 
tional Conjrre.«>s  on  Tul)ei-<'uIosi.>^,  will 
be  shown  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Committee  of  the  Char- 
ity Oi^nization  Society,  and  the  De- 
pai'tnient  of  H<'altli. 

The  exiiibition  cont-ists  of  <-harts, 
photo.i?raphs,  maps,  models,  diagrams 
and  all  sorts  of  paraphernalia  that 
have  to  do  with  the  prevention,  study, 
or  trejftmeiit  of  tuborcnlosi*..  Exhi- 
bits ;ire  shown  fioni  1.')  different 
countries,  and  from  200  associations 
and  individuals*.  Ail  in  all,  the  exhi- 
bition includes  nearly  5,000  units. 
It  will  take  .'lO.OOO  square  feet  of 
floor  space  and  110,000  square  feet 
of  wall  space  for  the  display  of  the 
exhibition  Ten  special  cars  and 
over  1,200  packing  cases  are  requir- 
e<l  to  tr;i  ii'-pm  t  it. 

Three  Weeks'  Stay. 
During:  its  three  weeks'  in 

Wa.shinf?ton,  this  exhibit  was  viewed 
by  fully  200,000  people.  The  exhibit 
of  the  Chanty  Organization  Society, 
which  forms  but  one  small  unit  of 
this  entire  exhibition,  has  been  viewed 
by  over  a  half-million  people  in  New 
York  (^ity.

painted  vdodeii  pillars  and  blocks 
of  difteient  height.^  demonstrate  the 
comparative  mortality  from  consump- 
tion in  various  jrroups  of  the  jwople. 
The  United  States  Census  Huretn; 
shows  the  deaths  fvoni  tubeiculosi- 
in  a  ani(iue  way,  indicating  by  a  ii-is!-. 
of  electric  ligth  that  someone  is  dy- 
ing from  tuberculosis  in  the  United 
States  every  two  minutes  and  thirty- 
six  seconds;  23  every  hoar,  and  548 
every  day. 

Treatment  of  Disease. 

SoiAe  of  f the  most  interesting  ex- 
hibits are  those  showing  the  treat- 
ment of  tuberculosis.  One  fi-et  i 
:'ni|)liasized,  however,  in  eveiy  >;ina- 
torium,  "shac^,"  or  dwelling-hou.se 
offered  as  a  means  of  treating  con- 
sumption, and  that  is  that  the  patient 
must  have  an  abundance  of  fresh  air. 
Every  moilel  of  hnilditi^^'s  >auwn  i> 
designed  to  give  a  maximum  amount 
of  fresh  air  to  the  patient  both  day 
and  night.  Balconies,  houses,  tents, 
and  groups  of  buildings  of  every  sort 
show  this  })hase  of  the  campaign 
against  tnberculftsis. 

<*.  Gospel  of  Fresh  Air. 

The  numerous  means  employed  to 
.spread  the  "gospel  of  fre-;h  air.  rest 
and  wluilesome  food"  are  shown  in 
pamphlet^,  book<  i>h('no<:raphs.  and 
small  exhibits.  Hundreds  of  tons  of 
literature  are  being  prepared  for  free 
distribution  at  f':e  coniing  exhibition. 
Everyoiu'  who  attends  will  be  able  to 
receive  information  on  any  side  of 
the  tuberculosis  problem  in  any  of 
the  American  or  European  languages. 

Among  the  individual  ('xhibit--;, 
which  will  be  shown  in  New  York  are 
eight,  which  recently  received  fnun 
the  International  Congress  on  Tuber- 
culosis, prizes  ranging  in  value  from 
$1,000  to  $100.  P.e>idc<  the-c,  44  of 
the  exhibits  to  be  shown  were  recipi- 
ents of  gold  medals,  and  43  of  silver 
ones. 

The  exhibition  will  remain  in  New 

York  City  for  one  month.  At  the 
end  of  that  time,  it  will  be  broken  uji 
into  several  unit-,  the  various  State-, 
countries,  and  individuals  who  have 
contribnted  to  it,  taking  their  respec- 
tive parts  with  them.  It  is  probable, 
however,  that  part  of  the  exhibition 
will  be  shown  in  several  other  large 
cities  of  the  country.

The  comb  of  tortoise  shell  lias  a 
very  pale  an<l  translurent  yellow,  the 
only  really  valuable  kind  of  shell. 

"Many  people  tblnk  this  pale,  un 
mottled  ahell  the  cheaper  kind."  the 
dealer  wid.  **Do  you  know  why?  be- 
cause the  tmitations  are  all  made  like 
this 

"That  \h  one  vulgar  error  about 
eheil  .\nother  Is  that  tiie  tortoise  is 
killed  to  get  Its  shell  rashig.  That  is 
an  Mbs;ird  an  ♦rtor  us  it  would  hf  tn 
say  M  sheep  was  killed  to  get  its  wool. 

"Wh.it  is  done  is  this:  The  lisher- 
fn**n.  having  caught  «  tortoise,  tie  Liin 
utid  then  cover  his  back  with  dry  grass 
and  leaves.. They  eet  fire  to  this  stuff, 
ft  tHtms  nlowly.  and  the  heat  causes 
th«  tbirteea  piates  of  the  «beI1  to 
looaeo  at  th«  joints.  With  a  knife  the 
platea  are  pried  off,  and  afterward  the 
tortoise  Xn  set  free.  The  base,  or  rout, 
of  bis  shell  is  intact  and  will  ,gr»w 
«eaiu.  If  tortoises  were  killed  tc  got 
their  shell  they  woold  lone  since  have 
become  <;xtlnrt. 

"No.  no.  Every  tortoise  Is,  as  il 
were,  a  farm— a  shell  farm.  Fisheriurn 
catch  bla>  regularly  and  with  heat  a.-xi 
a  knife  gently  remove  his  shell.'  —

COLORS  IN  THE  OCEAN. 


Various  Causes  For  the  Different  Tints 
of  the  Water. 
Sky  and  clood  colors  are  often  re- 
flected in  the  aee.  bet  Just  as  the  air 
has  Its  sanaet  glMy  ao  wator  has  Its 
changing  tints  qaite  apart  from  mere 
reflection. 

Olive  and  brown  lines  In  the  waves 
off  tbe  coast  come  from  the  muddy 
sediment  washed  from  the  shore,  as 
blues  arise  chiefly  from  reflected  sky. 
But  there  are  many  other  colors  in  the 
ocean.  On  almost  every  long  voyage 
at  sea  spots  of  reddish  brown  color 
are  noticed  at  one  time  or  another. 
When  a  few  drops  of  the  discolored 
water  are  examined  under  a  uiloro- 
scope  myriads  of  mlnu?*  cylinder  snar- 
ed algae  are  seen,  .lome  tteparate.  aome 
Joined  t<^ther  in  score*.  It  is  this 
orgaalsm-eometifflep  called  "w—  aaw- 
dest"— which  has  f^en  the  name  to 
'tlie  Sed  sea,  althoogb  It  also  abounds 
in  other  waters.  Sometimes  the  wa- 
ter far  from  land  will  be  seen  te  be  of 
a  chocolate  hue  for  an  extent  of  sev- 
eral miles,  and  this  lis  c^iuscd  by  mil 
llocs  upon  millions  of  minute  one  te. 
ed  animals  which  Insb  themselve.s 
along,  each  on  his  erratic  indlviduRl 
course,  by  means  of  the  finest  of  halr- 
eC  cttftk-MM*e. 


TMs  Traess  of  the  Beasts. 

On  evorgr  side  In  the  Malay  wUds 
tbe  tieees  of  flie  beasts— which  brae 
live  as  scheduled,  as  safe  from  moles- 
tation, as  did  their  ancestors  tn  pre- 
Adamite  days— are  visible  on  tree 
trunk,  on  beaten  gan^e  path  and  on 
the  yielding  clay  at  the  drinking 
places  by  the  hurrying  stream.  Here 
a  lielt  of  mud  nine  feet  'rom  the 
ground  shows  that  an  elephant  has 
rubbed  his  Itching  back  against  tbe 
rouirh  bark  of  a  tree,  and,  sec,  coarse 
hairs  are  still  sticking  in  the  hardened 
clay.
